The Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement, submitted 25 July 2000 (Paper 7), 
has been entered into the record. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Thefollowins is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The polypeptides and compositions of the Instant Application are novel and nonobvious 
parathyroid hormone-like peptides that can be used to specifically activate the PTH-2 receptor. 
The claims of the instant apphcation are directed to the polypeptides of SEQ ID NO: 1, 2, 5 and 
8, as well as radiolabelled and fluorescently-labelled peptides. The claims are free of the prior 
art as the polypeptides have not been studied in the prior art. The specification provides 
experimental evidence of utihty and enablement under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph. The 
claims also meet 35 U.S.C. 1 12- second paragraph requirements because the claims point out 
and distinctly claim the invention. 

Non-elected Claims 3 and 4 have been amended such that they now correspond to the 
elected Invention.
